A 100% rebate on property rates will be granted to registered indigent households, 
pensioners and physically / mentally disabled persons where the combined household 
income does not exceed an amount equal to 2 x Old Persons Grant per month. 
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Municipal Services-Electricity 

A subsidy of 50 kWh electricity per household per month will be granted to an indigent 
household in terms of the Electricity Basic Services Support Tariff (EBSST) as published 
in Government Gazette No. 25088 of 4 July 2003. 

Municipal Services- Water 

A subsidy of six (6) kilolitres of water per household per month will be granted to all 
residential consumers as per Council Policy. 

Municipal Services-Refuse 

A 100% rebate on refuse charges will be granted to registered indigent households, 
pensioners and physically / mentally disabled persons where the combined household 
income does not exceed an amount equal to 2 x Old Persons Grant per month. 

Municipal Services-Sewerage 

A 100% rebate on sewerage charges will be granted to registered indigent households, 
pensioners and physically / mentally disabled persons where the combined household 
income does not exceed an amount equal to 2 x Old Persons Grant per month. 

The subsidies mentioned above will only be applicable to qualifying households registered 
as indigent, pensioners or as physically / mentally disabled persons in terms of the 
approved Indigent Policy, Property Rates Policy and Tariff Policy of Council. 

11) General 

The amounts due for refuse, sewerage and water shall become due and payable on 1 July 
and must be paid at the end of each calendar month during the financial year. 

Interest of 15 per cent per annum is chargeable on all amounts in arrear after the fixed date 
or dates of payment and defaulters are liable to restriction of supply and legal proceedings 
for the recovery of such arrear amounts.
